HOSPITAL INCREASES 
ROOM RATES

Many people are aware that we have 
in the Hospital for Special Surgery a 
public school (P.S. 401), for our juvenile 
patients. Perhaps it is not generally 
known that we also have an approved pro- 
fessional playroom, one of only 5 or 6 full- 
time professional playrooms existing in 
the New York City hospitals. 

This Recreation Room is open to 
children from 2 to 17 years of age, six 
days a week. It offers everything from 
nursery, kindergarten, up through after- 
school projects and games. The program 
also provides for teen age evening and 
Saturday activities. This includes arts & 
crafts (like mosaics, leather work, bask- 
etry, jewelry enameling, stained glass 
work, Indian beading, liquid embroidery, 
plus many other odd and assorted crafts). 
With the help of volunteers, it also entails 
giving parties, cooking classes and ‘‘out- 
side’’ entertainers. 

With a staff of two professionally 
trained recreation directors, the hospital 
has open house all day in the Playroom 
and the children are brought by nurses, or 
arrive after school classes, to get on with 
the hard work of ‘‘play’’. 


This program is considered good ther- 
apy, even if we don’t call it that, and 
aids the youngsters in adjusting to hos- 
pital life, thus speeding their recovery. 
It also affords them an opportunity to de- 
velop sustaining hobbies or interests that 
many of them pursue after their hospitali- 
zation. 


The Hospital for Special Surgery is 
most fortunate to have Faye Schwartz as 
Recreation Director and Brenda McAlpine 
as Asst. Recreation Director. Without 
their enthusiasm and genuine concern for 
the children, this program would not be as 
successful as it has proved to be.

Brown) was born in Glasgow, Scotland. 
She spent her early years in Scotland and 
summers in Sweden with her mother’s 
family. Her education included a number 
of years at Cheltenham Ladies’ College 
in Gloucestershire and at the Sorbonne in 
Paris. Brita Digby Fried who is married 
to lawyer Walter J. Fried has two daugh- 
ters from a previous marriage, Allison and 
Ingrid. She and her husband live in New 
York, but spend as much time as possible 
at theirhome in East Hampton, where she 
tries to find time for herinterests: golfing, 
gardening, and collecting English furni- 
ture and porcelin. 

In addition to these domestic inter- 
ests, Mrs. Fried has found time to engage 
herself in voluntary charitable work. These 
interests were developed when she func- 
tioned as a Red Cross Nurses’ Aide at 
Halloran and Flower Fifth Avenue Hos- 
pitals during the Second World War. Con- 
tinuing her interests in the Red Cross, 
Mrs. Fried was appointed Chairman of that 
organization’s coin box campaign in 
Greater New York, a position she held for 
a number of years. In addition, she was 
the vice-chairman of the Red Cross’s 
nursing services committee. 

For ten years, Mrs. Fried has served 
on the board of the Clara De Hirsch Resi- 
dence for Girls and was that institutions 
Vice-President when it was demolished 
in 1959. 

She came to the Hospital for Special 
Surgery in 1956 and shortly thereafter be- 
came a member of the women’s auxiliary. 
In 1962 she became the chairman of the 
auxiliary at which time she also joined 
the Board of Managers. 
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
